Before iliis time last year quite a large 
number of minora were on the road to' Carl- 
boo, and having Jiad an onUnnry winter the 
first snow on the trail was met at Alkali 
^,ke,;^ }Tha severity of the present iwirfter 
in British Columbia has, however, set the 
spring back fully a month or more, and the 
aooounis brought 'down by the last trip of 
the Olfer opnfiriiv the opinion that it will 
be itnpbssibie' for'the miners to proceed on 
their jouni-y were they to start now. 

Ill i,he fir,--t placo llio rtiiow and iiM; on tlio 
Liliuoel Lake- prevent llio triin.-poiiiilinn df 
•provi.sions lo Lillooel. Al iliat point tliey 
nre .-iliort of jirovisions to .-supply the resiilenl 
population, let alone a nK-<li of a tluinr.and or 
two thousarul minors.

There is no stock of provi- 
sions on liaiid there. The freezing of the 
river has prevented boating from Yale, so 
there are no supplies on hand to be sent 
forward to Cariboo, even were the ani- 
mals or roads in good condition. Till siip- 
pTIos in abundance^, are laid down at Lil- 
looel or^Ly /ton lhe"*min'eV9'had'far better 
rentain here in Iheir snii;; winter quarters, 
where they can indulge in a fair share of 
aniiisement, enjoy good board and iodgms", 
keep in good health and spirits, and hus- 
band their money— for they will want every 
dollar and all their stten:ilh before the Cari- 
boo creeks be<;iii t<i torn out the ijold next 
summer.
